**Brick Pomeroy wasa remarkable man in 
many respectsat the time lwas associated 
with him at Lacrosse, Wis.,’’ said Dr. A. P. 
Blakeslee this morning. ‘‘He was one of the 
best conversationalists Lever met. He could 
talk entertainingly on almost any subject. 
He seemed to have a remarkable fund of in- 
formation anda happy faculty of being able 
toexpress himself readily and to the point. 
Although a man who had had very little 
schooling inthe regular way, he hada big 
vocabulary of words at his command and 
they, seemed to flowfrom him without any 
effort at all on his part. Many of- his famous 
‘Saturday Night’ letters forethe Lacrosse 
Democrat were hurriedly written in the office 
in the midst of other work, as were many of 
his best political articles. I always 
found Erick to be a capital fellow 
socially and strictly honest in his 
business dealings. I haven’t seen him for a 
long time, Dut I believe he is stillin New York 
Ctty.*° 

Dr. Blakeslee was a practicing physician at 
LaCrosse at the time he bought out the Demo- 
erat. He published it six years and then sold 
the paper to a man named Syker and started 
another paper. Then Brick Pomeroy bought 
both papers and Dr. Blakeslee returned to 
the Democrat and was assoctated with him in 
the editorial and general management of it 
for three years,or until 1866, when the doctor 
came to St. Louis. He soon afterwards ac- 
cepted a position on the old Republican as 
head proof-reader and was in charge of the 
proof-room for seven or eight years.

FIGHTING THE BILL.

Baden Property Owners Opposed to the 
Extension of Calvary's Limits. 


THE CEMETERY ASSOCIATION STRONGLY 
URGING THE PASSAGE OF THE BILL. 


Mr. M. Kinealy, an Attorney for the Op- 
position, Claims That Property in That 
Section Will Suffer if the Bill Is 
Passed —He Explains Why — Director 
Finn Discusses the Other Side. 


The property-owners of Baden are making 
a vigorous fight in opposition to 
the prop osed extension of the 
limits of Calvary Cemetery. The association 
which manages the affairs of 
the cemetery purchased the 240- 
acre tract adjoining the Cemetery 
afew months ago, and hs hada bill intro- 
duced in the Assembly authorizing the 
annexation. The association claims 
that the present cemetery is almost 
filled with graves, and that with the 240 acres 
recently purchased from Archbishop Kenrick 
there will be enough room to last Ofty years 
or more to come. The bill is now 
before the Council Committee, of which 
Councilman Sloan is chairman. The asso- 
Cilation must first secure the passage of the 
bill before the ground can be employed for 
cemetery purposes, and when it is once 
passed the tract will become exempt from 
taxation. 

ORGANIZED OPPOSITION. 

The property owners of Baden do not like 
the idea of using the old Clay farm fora 
cemetery. They say it will have the effect 
of depreciating property valves in that sec- 
tion by cutting off roadways and 
shutting out good residence property. Mr. 
M. Kinealy, one of the attorneys employed to 
oppose the . dill, said to a Post- 
DISPATCH representative that it would 
be @ great injustice to the property owners of 
Baden and vicinity to allow the Cemetery As- 
sociation to carry out its plan. 

**We are opposed to the bill,’’ he said; ‘‘on 
the ground that it will demoralize property 
valuations in that section if it is passed. 
The tract that the association seeks to incor- 
porate in the cemetery is now  as- 
sessed at $10 an i acre, but the 
Broadway line proposes to extend 
its rapid transit system out there, and when 
this is done the property will be worth $3,000 
anacre, at least. It is one ofthe finest 
pieces of property that can be 
found in that section for residence 
purposes. If the bill is passed the cemetery 
willrunfullya mile and a half along the 
Bellefontaine road, and this will 
leave us without any cross 
street for that distance between 
Florissant avenue and Bellefontaine road, 
better Known as ‘‘North Broadway.’’ 

WANT THE ROADS, 

We have a good 
there in sitner avenue which 
extends from the middle of Baden 
to the Wabash Station, but if the bill passes 
this thoroughfare will be closed up and made 
practically useless. It is certainly unfair for 
the city to exempt a tract of 240 acres 
from taxation, and by this act ruin the prop- 
erty of a considerable number of tax- 
payers. This amnexation can have no 
other effect. Again, what guarantee is there 
that the history of Calvary Cemetery wil! not 
be the same as that of other burial grounds. 
There was the Franklin avenue cemetery, for 
instance. It was consecrated and set apart 
for cemetery purposes, but, before many 
years had rolled by, it_was cut up and sold in 
lots and the houses of the dead that 
had been buried there were carted 
of” to the Rock Springs Cemetery. 
Go out‘to that Cemetery now and 
you will find ft abandoned, with cof- 
fins protruding through the soll. 
In years to come the same story can be told 
of Calvary. The proper place for the 
cemetery is out in the country. 
Let them get a big tract of 
ground out there where they will have 
enough room to last over a hundred years. 
They can get a splendid site out there for 
little cost. Wewill leave nothing undone to 
prevent the passage of this bill.’’ 

A CEMETERY DIRECTOR TALKS. 

John Finn, one ofthe directors of the as- 
sociation, said that it was necessary to in- 
crease the limits of the cemetery. He be- 
lieved in ‘‘putting our dead in decent rest- 
ing places and that is the reason we 
secured good ground instead of looking for a 
swamp. With the 20 acres added to the 
cemetery there will be an abundance of 
room that will last a great many 
years. Those people out in Baden have no 
good reason to complain, and I don’t think 
they can defeat the bill. There are not enough 
of them to make up a good. sized faneral.’’

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A FEDERAL AGERST. 


Charles A, Dana’s Story of a Daring, Cool 

and Courageous Spy. 
(From the North American Review by pel, 
t by Lioyd A. al ama — 

Some time in Febsuary or March, 1864, & 
slender and prepossessing young fellow, be- 
tween 22 and 26 apparently, applied at the 
War Department in Washington for employ- 
ment as a spy within the Confederate lines, 
The main body of the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia was then lying at Gordonsville, and the 
headquarters of the Army of the Potomac 
were at Culpeper Court-house. Gen. Grant 
had not yet come from the West to take com- 
mand of the momentous campaign which 
nie ad opened with his ei into the 
wilderness in the beginning of . 

#The young man who sought this terrible 
service was well dressed and intelligent, and 
professed to be animated by motives purely 
patriotic. He was aclerk in the Treasury 
Department or the Interior t, I 
don’t remember which. All that he asked 
was that he should have a horse and an order 
which would carry hjm safely through the 
Federa) lines, and in return he undertook to 
bring information from Gen. Lee’s army and 
from the Government of the Confederacy in 
Richmond. He understood perfectly well the 
perilous nature of the enterprise he pro- 


posed.

the bearer of a letter from Mr. 
Jefferson Davis to Mr. Clement C. 
Clay, the agent of the Confederate 
Government in Canada, then known tobe 
stationed at St. Catherine’s, not far from 
Niagara Falls. Mr. Clay bad as his official 
associate Jacob Thompson of a ae ey i,who 
had been Secretary of the Interior In the Cab- 
inet of President Buchanan, and, like Mr. 
Clay, had been serving the Confederate Gov- 
ernment ever since its organization. The 
letter from Mr. Davisthe young man exhib- 
ited, but only the outside of the 
envelope was examined. The address was 
in the handwriting of the Confederate 
chief, and the statement of our young ad- 
venturer that it was merely a letter of recom- 
mendation advising Messrs.jClay and Thomp- 
son that they might repose confidence in the 
bearer, since he was ardently devoted to the 
Confederate cause and anxious to serve the 
great purpose that it had in view, appeared 
entirely probable;and the roung man was 
allowed to proceed to Niagara Falis and 
Canada. He made some generai report upon 
the condition of the Rebelarmy at Gordons- 
ville, but it was of no particular value, ex- 
cept that in its more interesting features it 
agreed with our information from other 
sources. 

He was not long in returning from &t. 
Catherine’s with a dispatch which was al- 
lowed to pass unopened, upon his assurance 
that it contained nothing of importance. in 
this way he went back and forward from 
Richmond to st. Catherine’s once or twice. 
We supplied him with money toa limited ex- 
tent, and also with one ortwo more horses. 
He said that he got some money from the 
Confederates, but had not thought ft prudent 
to accept from them anything more than very 
small sums, since his professed zeal for the 
Confederate cause forbade his receiving any- 
thing for his traveling expenses beyond what 
was absolutely necessary. 

During the summer of 196, the activity of 
Grant’s campa!i and the fighting which 
prevailed all along the line, somewhat im- 
peded our young man’s expeditions, but did 
not stop them. All his dispatches, however, 
whether coming from Richmond or from 
Canada, were regularly brought to the War 
Department, and were opened, and in every 
caseacopy of them was Kept. As it was 
necessary to break the seals and destroy the 
envelopes in: ing them, there was some 
difficulty in s.end them forward in what 
should ap to the original wrappers. 
Coming from Canada, the paper employed 
was English, and there was a eal of 
trouble in securing paper of the same 
appearance.. I remember also that one im- 
portant dispatch, which was sealed with Mr. 
Clay’s seal, had to be delayed somewhat 
while we had an imitation seal engraved: but 
these delays were easily accounted for at 
Richmond by the pretense that they had been 
caused by accidents u the road, and by 
the necessity of avoiding the Federal pick- 
ets. Atapy rate, the confidence of the Con- 
federates tn our agent, and in theirs, never 
seemed to be shaken by amy of these occur- 
rences. ; 

Finally our dispatch-bearer reported one 
day at the War Department with a document 
which, he said, was of extraordinary con- 
sequence. it was found to contdin an ac- 
count of ascheme for setting fire to New 
York and Chicago by means of clock-work 
machines that were to be placed in several of 
the large hotels and places of amusement, 

rticulariy in Barnum’s Museum in New 
fork and to be set off simultaneously ,so that 
the fire department in each place would be 
unable to attend to the great numberof calls 
that would be made upon it, on account of 
these Confederate conflagrations in 
so many different quarters, and thus 
these cities might be greatly damaged or 
even destroved. 

This dispatch was duly sealed up again and 
was taken to Richmond, and a confidential 
officer was at once sent to New York to warn 
Gen. Dix, who was in command there, of the 
Confederate project. The General was very 
unwilling to believe that any such design 
could be seriously entertained, and Mr. John 
A. Kennedy, then Superintendent of Police, 
was equally incredulous. But the Secretary 
of War was peremptory in his orders, and 
when the day of the incendiary attempt ar- 
rived both the military and the police made 
every preparation to prevent the 
threatened catastrophe. The officer 
who came from Washington was lodged 
inthe St. Nicholas Hotel, ome of the large 
establishments that were to be set on fire, 
and while he was washing his hands in the 
evening, preparatory to going to dinner, a 
fire began burning tn the room next to his. 
It Was promptly put out, and was found to be 
caused by a clock-work apparatus which had 
been left in that room bya lodger who had 
departed some hours before. nh every in- 
stance these fires were extinguished without 
much damage and without exciting any con- 
siderable public attention, thanks to the 
precautions that had beem taken in conse- 
quence of the warning derived from Mr. 
Clay’s dispatch to Mr. Benjamin in Rich- 
mond. The plan of setting fre to Chicago 
proved even more abortive; | donot remem- 
ber that any report of actual Durning was re- 
ceived from there.

The war was ended soon after this adven- 
ture, and, as his services had been of very 
great value, a new place, with the assurance 
of lasting employment, was found for the 
young man in one of the bureaus of the War 
Department. He did not remain there very 
long, however, and iI don’t Know what has 
become of him.

Paris, July 28.—The terrible excursion train 
collision at St. Mande, near this city, is the 
feature of popular interest here to-day, 
dwarfing even the courtesies extended to the 
French fleet at Cronstadt and eclipsing the 
nightmare to Frenchmen generally known as 
the Dreibund. The newspapers of this city 
and the provinces are filled with harrowing 
details of the disaster by which over fifty 
people lost their lives and by which over a 
hundred were more or less seriously wounded, 
ghastly railroad accidents as this 
occurrences here 


Such 
one are not every day 
and were popularly supposed to 
be confined to the United States. 
In fact, of more than one occasion when the 
details of some more than usually horrible 
railroad disaster in America where the ‘‘ fatal 
railroad stove’’ set fre to the wreck and 
caused the roasting to death of numbers of 
wounded people who might otherwise have 
escaped from the disaster have been received, 
the English and Continental newspapers 
have consoled themselves with the 
refiection that no such calamity 
was possible; or, to say the least, 
probable on European raflroads, from the 
fact that theircars were only heated by hot 
water footstools and consequently were safe 
from death-dealing conflagrations after col- 
lision.

OFFICIAL INQUIRY. 

Interest inthe St, Mande horrorts greatly 
increased by the fact thatup tothe present 
the official inquiry made has falled to estab- 
lish clearly the real cause of the collision, 
which is attributed, in turn, to revenge, 
malice, carelessness and incompetency, 
according to the revelations of the 
hour. To the outside observer 
the accident would seem to bedue toa very 
great extent to carelessness, though other 
motives may have entered into the disaster.

The men had words and then fought. 
Rathell drove by on his way to 
Lindenwood and tried to stop the fight, 
but was heid back by Vail, An aill- 
around fight ensued. The next day, 
when Rathell went to Gratiot Station again, 
he was followed to several places by 
Vail and his hired manin a wagon in which 
Vail carried a shotgun and a revolver. A 
crowd assembled to protect Rathell 
until an officer was found 
who arrested Vail and Geitz. 
A charge of assaulting Rathell with intent to 
kill him was placed against Vail and a charge 
of assault and battery upon Ed Weber made 
against Geitz. Several citizens also went 
into the police courtand charged Vail with 
disturbing the peace, carrying concealed 
weapons and discharging firearms in the city 
limits when he shot a dog on his pasture. 
The charges of assault were docketed in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning. 

RATHELL LEFT THE CITY. 

When Vall’s case of assault tokill upon 
Rathell came up it was learned that Rathell 
had left the city on a two-weeks’ pleasure 
trip, and Mr. Dierkes asked for a continu- 
ance. Mr. McDonald ins isted on a trial, say- 
ing the courts were not run to suit every 
man’s pleasure,and that Rathell had boasted | 
of his ability to have the case continued until 
he returned, The State is entitled to one con- 
tinuance, but the speech of McDonald’s 
seemed to have the desired effect 
on Judge Claiborne, and he ordered 
the case dismissed for want of prosecution 
for the failure of the prosecuting witness to 
to appear. When the case of Weber against 
Geitz for assault was called, Weber said he 
could not go to trial without Rathell, his 
principal witness, sothis case was also dis- 
missed. Vail sneered at his prosecutors as he 
walked out of the court-room., 

The four cases against Vail and Geitz in 
the police court were continued until Aug. 12. 

Vall and Geitz claim they have been 
hounded and persecuted without mercy. 
Geitz says Weber hit him first on the 
day they met in the road, and Vailsays Rath- 
ell assaulted him because he would not allow 
him to interfere inthe fight between Weber 
and Getz. Mr. McDonald, Valil’s attorney, 
purposes to prove that there isa conspiracy 
to oust Vall from Gratiot Station.

Rumors Affecting the Richmond Terminal 
Denied—A Syndicate Assigns. 


New Yorn, July 2%.—The street has been 
full of rumors that heavy operators in Rich.

had become embarrassed, and it is now re. 
ported that one of them has failed to make 
his accounts good and an assignment is 
looked for.

announcement of embarrassment will 
be made. It was reported yesterday 
that a loan had been called inthe Richmond 
Terminal Co, The officials say that the loan 
had matured and was paid. The bonds 
which broke yesterday under reports of de- 
fault were stronger to day and advanced 4 
per cent, 

LATER. 

President Inman of the Richmond & West 
Point Terminal Co. said to a reporter 
this afternoon: ‘*The report about the 
road’s embarrassment is untrue. The interest 
on the 6 percent bonds will be paid in Sep- 
tember. I cannot explain why people be- 
come frightened at every little report un- 
favorable to the road and sell out. I bought 
$20,000 worth of 5 per cent Terminal bonds 
yesterday. All talk of reorganizing the road 
is nonsense,’’ ‘ 


A LAND SYNDICATE ASSIGNS. 

Denver, Colo., July 28.—The Berkley Land 
Syndicate made a $400,000 assignment to-day. 
They owned 1,300 acres of land, which was 
purchased from J. Bryzban Walker of New 
York about two years ago. They have not 
transacted the amount of business antici- 
pated, which embarrassed them. The as- 
signment is made to President Valentine of 
the same company. The syndicate has a, 
capital of $1,000,000. The lia bilities are placed 
at $400,000, assets 600,000. The company was 
thought to be one ofthe strongest in the city 
and was, forthat matter.

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


Eastern Passenger Agents Busy With 
Traveling Theatrical Companies. 
New YorK, July 23.—Yesterday was an un- 
usually busy day with the passenger agents 
on Broadway. It marked the beginning of 
the season for the theatrical managers to 
make the necessary arrangements for rail- 
road transportation. The first company of 
the season started for the West over the Erte 
road, with Minneapolis as its destina- 
tion. It was Sol Smith Russel’s 
troupe, which opens in the Flour City 
next week. Thomas J. Davis ticketed 
his ‘‘Hustler’’ company through to San 
Diego, Cal., going via the Erie and Northern 
Pacific to return on trans-California roads 
over the Union Pacific and Chicago & North 
western. The system of arranging transpor- 
tation for the theatrical travel is undergoing 
some radical changes. A greater number of 
companies will make, as nearly as itcan be 
done, transportation arrangements for their 
entire tour before leaving New York, instead 
of providing for it from city to city, as has 
been the custom for years. This new de- 
parture has naturally increased the competi- 
tion among the representatives of the initial 
lines, and they say there will be more busi- 
ness from theatrical sources this year than 
has been known fora great many years. Not 
a few theatrical managers have so arranged 
their tours as to keep off as much as possible 
fromthe roads within the jurisdiction of 
Chairman Finley of the Western Passenger 
Association, because of his ruling on the sub- 
ject of party rates to traveling companies.

ED NOLAND'S CASE. 


Judge Burgess Overrules the Motion For 
a New Trial. 


THE CASE TO BE TAKEN TO THE 8v- 
PREME COURT. 


The Charges Against Jurors Ott and Gra- 
ham Not Substantiated—A Motion in 
Arrest of Judgment to Be Argued To- 
Night—Noland’s Bond Fixedat $3,000 
by the Court. 


JEFFERSON CitTr, Mo., July 28.—Judge Bur- 
gess to-day overruled the motion fora new 
trialin the Noland case, In rendering his 
decision he reviewed at length the testimony 
submitted. The evidence as to Juror 
Ott being drunk when sworn 
in, was contradictory, The Judge 
said in substance that. admitting that Ott 
was drunk when sworn in, there was evi- 
dence introduced the first evening of the 
trial and that by the time court convened 
the next day he had had time time to sober 
up, and as there was no evidence of 
his being drunk again during the trial 
he was perfectly competent to serve. He 
said the case was not affected in any way by 
Ott’s being drunk the first evening. Juror 
Miller was furnished a pint of whiskey by the 
Sheriff, but it was for medicinal purposes, 
and there was no evidence of any drunken- 
ness resulting from the presence ofthis pint 
in the jury room. 

THE GRAHAM CHARGES. 

The charges against Graham to the effect 
that he had expressed an opinion as tothe 
guilt of Noland was not admissible, as this 
fact was substantiated only by the affidavit 
of Juror Graham himself, the court 
holding that a juror could not 
refiect upon his own verdict. 
The motion inarrest of judgment will be 
argued to-night, but the motion will be over- 
ruled. This being understood, Mr. Noland, 
for the defense, asked the court to 
name the amount of the hond that 
would be required of Mr. Ed. T. 
Noland pending an appedl. The court first 
stated that under the circumstances he 
would leave it at $2,500, the amount of the 
present bond, but upon reflection said he 
would increase the sum to $3,000. Noland 
will have no trouble in making his bond. 
The ruling of Judge Burgess was not unex- 
pected. 

THE AFFIDAVITS AND ARGUMENTS. 

JEFFERSON City, July 28.—Judge Burgess 
spent the greater part of yester- 
day receiving the affidavits and 
hearing the arguments bearing 
on ex-State Treasurer Noland’s application 
for a new trial. The State filled a big batch of 
affidavits diametrically opposed to those 
filed last Monday by the defense. 
A number of these sworn statements 
were to the effect that Juror Ott was not in- 
toxicated as charged. Court remained in 
session until 9 o’clock, when Judge Burgess 
ordered an adjournment until 7:20 this morn- 


ing. 

ft seems that this result practically settles 
the case, as the probability is strong that 
theSupreme Court will not set aside the ruling. 
Noland was elected Treasurer of Missouri 
in 1888. Pevious to his advancement 
he held the chief clerkship inthe office fora 
number of years. In February, 1890, rumors 
became rife that something was wrong in 
Noland’s office, and on the @th of that month 
the Governor started an investigation of the 
office and on March 3 following discovered 
evidences of a defaication amounting to 
between $22,000 and $33,000. Noland was im- 
mediately suspended from the office of State 
Treasurer and soon after indicted the 
Grand-jury. The first trial opened y 6 
last and after several days’ session the case 
was given to the jury, which could not agree, 
and were dismissed. 

The second trial ended with a verdict of 
guilty om the fourth day of the present 
month, and the punishment fixed by the jury 
was two years in the State prison.

THE POOL ALLEY DECISION. 

The joint efforts of Judge CLATBORNE and 
of the Mayor’s reviser of city ordinances 
to revise the statutes of Missouri have re- 
opened Pool alley for atime, with what 
purports to be a judicial decision, It is 
in fact so replete with expressions of the 
Judge’s hostility to the law against pool- 
selling, and with his views of the absurd- 
ity of the Legislature’s efforts to close 
Pool alley, that if it were not properly 
labeled and officially identified as a ju- 
dicial decision, it might be mistaken for 
the reproduction of some ante-election 
stump speech addressed to the proprietors 
of the Pool alley ‘‘inflooence.’’ 

The only judicial feature about it is the 
curt and rather arbitrary dictum that the 
statute is unconstitutional and void be- 
cause its title proclaims it an act ‘‘pro- 
hibiting pool selling,’’ while Judge CLal- 
BORNE holds that it does not prohibit, and 
only regulates poo! selling. Yet he knew, 
as all the pool sellers knew, that it did 
prohibit pool selling and had kept Pool 
alley closed till this decision reopened 
that den for the conversion of shop boys 
and office boys into till-tappers. 

It was a law prohibiting pool selling at 
certain times and places, under certain 
circumstances, and that it did not prohibit 
pool selling at all times and places and 
under all circumstances, could not do 
away with the fact that it had prohibited 
pool selling and thus verified its title. If 
there had been no prohibition, Pool alley 
would not have sought and obtained this 
decision—the reversal of which is as gen- 
erally anticipated as was the decision it- 
self,

THE STATE’S PAPER CONTRACTS. 


The Paper Trade Journal’s charges and 
insinuations against the Commissioners of 
Public Printing in connection with the re- 
cent awarding of the State’s paper con- 
tracts, have been investigated by the Post- 
DISPATCH since it published them last Fri- 
day, and found to be not only untrue but 
inexcusably groundless. 

A careful inspection of the ironclad spec- 
ifications of the contract and a comparison 
of all the various bids with the records in 
the Secretary of State’s office showing the 
past and probable future consumption of 
the various articles, must satisfy any busi- 
ness man well posted in the paper trade 
that the accepted series of bids was un- 
questionably the lowest and most advan- 
tageous for the State. Every single item 
in it is below the ordinary wholesale price. 
Where prices are cut lower thanin any 
competing series for the sake of securing 
the contract with the incidental benefits 
accruing from its effect on the country 
trade, it is apparently done on the bidder’s 
own calculation of risks based upon 
records of past requisitions accessible to 
all bidders alike. 

The possibility of collusion between dis- 
honest State officers and bidders where 
bids are accepted in the lump has sug- 
gested a resort to the plan of requiring 
competitive bidding for each item sepa- 
rately. But it is the belief of the State 
officers, and, we believe, of the trade 
generally ,that an honest administration of 
the old plan is, asa business method, 
much better for the State. 

In the existing contract we find no loop- 
hole for a swindling operation, and no 
margin fora collusive ‘‘rake-off,’’ unless 
the present Secretary of State is willing to 
disgrace himself by openly conniving at 
fraud in the fulfillment of the contract. 
On the contrary, he seems to be working 
hard to make a reputation for strictness in 
the enforcement of all obligations, and 


for practical reforms and economies 
in the business of his office, and 
the result of the last legislative 
investigation of his official perform- 
ance was an increase of pay unanimously 
recommended by the committee and 
passed in the House with the vote of every 
member present, Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike, when unanimous consent was 
necessary to its passage. 

While the Post;DISPATCH believes in 
vigilantly holding all public officials to an 
unsparing accountability, without fear or 
favor, it is always glad to refute false 
charges against them, and to relieve them 
of unjust suspicions, for the credit of our 
system of popular government.

The Pool alley maelstrom began to whirl 
to-day. Atilo’clock this morning the main 
avenue, upon which most of the betting 
rooms open, was crowded with the 
people who went there to bet and 
those who vyisited the place from 
curiosity. Fred Burgdorfer’s men began to 
sell pools on the Brighton Beach races and 
those at Monmouth, Saratoga and Chicago in 
the morning, and the strident voices of the 
auctioneers had a ring of exultation as they 
invited the throngto step up and take the 
field or the favorite. 

‘*Ten to fiveon Eon against that field. What 
a chance for a man with nerve. Oh, you’ve 
got it,’’ as a man wearing a ciean shirt, 
frayed white collar and coat that showed a 
woman’s careful mending extended the five- 
Goliar bill. ‘‘New then, once more. Ten 
dollars on Eon, How much goes on the 
feld?’’ 

Burgdorfer’s room is the largest in the 
alley, and the man who goes in there can get 
a bet for his money, however little it may be. 
Near the auctioneer selling the % and 
$10 pools were the other sellers, the 
bookmakers and the men who take 
the bets on combinations. They sat 
Up Ontheir platformsin front of their Dlack- 
boards waiting for the afternoon, when they 
would begin to offer their bets. Tele- 
graph sounders ticked all around them, 
bringing news from the race-tracks, the 
names of horses, tips for the public to bet on, 
after they had been chalked up on the 
boards, and private information for the 
bookies. The public and the private 
tips rarely agree. Balis like those

One of those 

was scrawled witha pencil on a sheet of 

brown paper, and the bookmaker who 

opened the carrying ball and took it out 

produced a shout of laughter among the 

men in his vicinity by reading the missive 

aloud to the crowd.

AROUND THE BLACKBOARD. 

Near one biackboard on which was chaiked 
the invitation to come up and bet BO cents on 
Straight and place, a bearded man with Dive 
overalls was talking to a younger 
man with spectacles, who wore an 
office coat and hada pencil caught with a 
clasp on his vest. One looked like a porter 
and the other iike a bookkeeper who had 
gone out fora minute. 

‘It’s a h—— of a note for the papers to 
roast this place,’”’ said the bookkeeper; ‘‘I’d 
rather:bet my money here than on the track.’’ 

‘*They pulled a horse there yesterday,’’ 
said the man in overalls, ‘‘and they ruled the 
jockey off the track,’’ pointing with his finger 
at the blackboard. 

‘*They Gop’t pull horses here,’’ said the 
bookkeeper. ‘‘At least we don’t hear any- 
thing of it.

None of them paid any attention to a big 
placard on the wall which sald that the two 
rows of chairs nearest the bDiackboard were 
reserved for those who wanted 
to bet. As they sat there listlessly looking 
with heavy eyes at the games fixed for to- 
Gay,a young Man with a cane anda cigar 
dropped into one ofthe chairs. The loungers 
Straightened up at once. ‘‘I’ll give you a 
Straight one on that Columbus game for a 
quarter,’’ said one. 

**Rats!’’ replied the man with the cane. 
**Take me for a jay?’’ 

All the men sank back into their former at- 
titude of waiting at once. 

Out in the ey in front

Those who didn’t have Ww 
cents for straight bets went into the corners 
where combinations were sold for 2% cents, 
and betthere. The touts pushed their way 
into the groups. Any man who seemed to 
have money was their victim.

ED AND COMMITTEES HARD AT WORK. 


The Ceremonies to Include Addresses by 
Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishops Ryan, 
Corrigan, Bishop Hennessy and Others 
—Pontifical High Mass, Banquet and 
Torchlight Procession. | 


If thereever was any doubt asto the suc- 
cess of the proposed Golden Jubilee celebra- 
tion In honor of Archbishop Kenrick’s fifty 
years’ service as a Bishop of the Vatholic 
Church, it nolonger existsand the predic- 
tion may safely be made jthat the dem- 
onstration in honor of the ven- 
erable Archbishop of 8&t. Louis will sur- 
pass anything of the kind ever witnessed in 
this country. ‘‘I think,’’ said Father Phelan | 
this morning, ‘‘that it will surpass even the 
Chicago celebration last year in honor of 
Bishop Feehan’s golden jubilee, and you re- 
member that 60,000 marched in the proces- 
sion on that occasion. And by the way 
Bishop Feehan was made a Bishop here in 
St. Louis in the old Cathedral and the church | 
he occupied as a priest for many years stood 
right here on the site of the very building in 
which the Western Watchman is published. 
The Church of the Immaculate Conception 
stood here until the constructors of the tun- 
nel cracked its walls and necessitated its re- 
moval.’’ 

Father Phelan is sanguine that the differ- 
ent committees in charge of the celebration 
will work harmoniously together and do the 
work assigned them in the best possibile 
manner, and that they will have the enthu- 
silastic support of the entire Catholic popula- 
tion of the city and a large portion also of the 
non-Catholic element. He expects very 
nearly all the Archbishops in the country to 
be here and most ofthe bishops and several 
hundred priests. Addresses are to be deliv- 
ered by Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop Ryan, 
Archbishop Corrigan, Bishop Hennessey of 
Dubuque, Vicar-General Brady, Father 
Grimmelsman, 8. J., of St. Louis University, 
and Father Goller of St. Peter and Paul's 
Church, this city. 

Pontifical High Mass will be celebrated at 
the old Cathedral on the morning of the first 
day, Monday, Nov. 30, at which Archbishop 
Ryan will be the celebrant. This service will 
be followed by an address, and the speaker is 
to be Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia, 
formerly of this city. 

In the afternoon a banquet is to be held 
with covers laid for 450 and perhaps 500 
guests. Only clergymen are to be invited 
and Cardinal Gibbons will probably preside. 
There are to be six toasts and they are to be 
responded to as follows: 

Toast to Pope Leo XIII. Responded to by 
Cardinal Gibbons. 

The Catholic Hierarchy of the United 
States. Response oy Archbishop Oorrigan of 
New York. 

Province of St. Louls—Response by Bishop 
Hennessey of Dubuque, Io. 

Our Country—Response by Father Grim- 
melsman, 8. J., of St. Louls University. 

Diocese of St. Louis—Response by Vicar- 
General Brady of St. Louls. 

The Priesthood—Response by Father Goller 
of <8. Peter and Paal’s Church, St. Louls. 

The hall or room in which the banquet is to 
be heid has not been selected yet, nor has 
the list of invitations been completed, but all 
this will be attended to in time, as also other 
arrangements for the banquet. 

MONSTER TORCHLIGHT PROCESSION. 

In the evening of the same day, Monday, a 
monster torchlight procession will march 
through some of the principal streets of the 
city, and this is expected to be the largest 
church procession ever seen in the country.

DRIVEN FROM HOME. 


Stories of Persecution Told by Russian 
Hebrews Detained at Boston. 


Bostox, Mass.,. July 23.—The Russian Jews 
who came here on the steamer Kansas and 
detained at this port by the requirements of 
the new immigration law, told tn an inter- 
view, through an interpreter, yesterday of 
the persecutions which drove them from. 
Russia. The crowning piece was the burning 


of their hamlet which was thus described: It 
was a littie farming settlement, four Rus- 
sian miles from Veile, contained eight- 
een houses with thelr barns and out- 
bulidings. July 18, about midnight, a doz- 
en or s0 Russians from the city came troop- 
ing down upon them and set fire to the whole 
settiement. Fourteen of the Jews were 
burned to death, while 200 were fearful!

stones and sticks and gave chase. The Rus- 
sians were thoroughly surprised at this be- 
cause they were accustomed to have their 
Own way with these people. One young 
man, whose mother had been cruelly 
burned, took a crowbar and attecked

bDiow that he died in an hour. All the 
time the Russians were rushi wildly about 
shouting, ‘‘Kill the Jews; kill the Jews'’’ In 
the midst of this turmoil! the Officers from 
Velle, attracted by the blaze, came tnto the 
settiement and arrested the young man who 
had killed the three Russians also cap- 
tured other Jews.

that a strong feeling of dissatisfaction over 
wharfages charges in St, Louis was growing 
among steamboat men and that a protest 
against the present rates was probable. The 


besis of the complaint, it was said, was that 
the charges were higher than there was any 
necessity for, and that the revenue from that 
source was far greater than the legitimate 
expense of keeping the riverfront in good 
repair warranted. Harbor Commissioner 
Able was seen this morning Dy a Post-Dis- 
PaToH reporter relative to the matter, and 
said: 

‘*The steamboat men have no cause of com- 
plaint on that score. Ordinance No. 14,000, 
approved April 12, 1887, governing wharfage 
and wharfboat privileges, wharfage dues, 
etc., was prepared with the full approval of 
the steamboat men,who agreed to all the pro- 
visions, and in fact worked together in get- 
ting up the ordinance. It is a mistake 
that the. revenue from wharfage charges 
is larger than is needed for the purposes 
of keeping the river front in good condition. 
As a proof of that I will state that at the close 
of the last fiscal year there was a surplus of 
only about $20,000 carried over, and that rep- 
rented the accumulation of some years. Such 
a surplus would not go farin any work on the 
river front that might be necessary at almost 
any time, and is a small amount to comprise 
the only reserve fund of sucha department.

Boston wasalso offering $1,540,000 of 
city bonds, andIam told succeeded ik plac- 
ing only about $200 at &ofi per cent, ac- 
cording to report/°Mr. Hodgman of Whita- 
ker & Hodgman of this city tells 
me, however, that he understands the 
$200,000 of Boston bonds were in reality placed 
at % ofl per cent.

ANSEL L. CROCKER. 


Death of One of the Principals in a Famous 
Divorce Oase. . 

Cuicaco, Ill., July 2.—Ansel L. Crocker, 
an old and wealthy Chicagomerchant, whose 
name was prominently before the public 
some time ago in connection with the sensa- 
tional divorce suit brought by his second 
wife, was found dead in his home last night. 
Heart disease is supposed to have been the 
cause. Mr. Crocker, who was born in Ver- 
mont in 1817, came West when a young man, 
and in 1865 came to Chicago.

TED PRITCHARD’S EASY VICTORY OVER 
HEAVY WEIGHT JEM SMITH. 


The Browns Finally Win a Game at Colum- 
bus—Boston Loses to Baltimore—The 
Attempt to Revive Steeplechasing Not 
Received With Favor—Sporting News 
of All Kinds. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., July 28.—To-night 
George Dixon of Boston and Abe Willis, 
champion bantam-weight of Australia, will 
meet inthe California Club ring to decide 
their championship battle for a $5,000 purse. 
Both are fit and well. There is enough differ- 
ence of opinion on the outcome of the match 
to makeit alively betting event. Willis has 
shown up so well in his training that his ad- 
mirers regard him as wonderfully clever and 
strong and his record proves him a fighter 
all through. Dixon of course has shown 
himself to bea champion. The betting has 
been light so far with Dixon the favorite, 
although indications are that the Australian 
will be backed strongly enough to shorten the 
odds to almost even money. 

PRITCHARD AND SMITH. 

After the fight between Jem Smith, the En- 
glish heavy-weight champion, and Ted 
Pritchard, middle-weight champion of En- 
giand, had been postponed yesterday, owing 
to more than the stipulated numberof the 
latter’s followers being present at the ring 
side, new articles were signed limiting the 
number of people to six ona side, and last 
night the fight took place. It occurred at 
Jack Wannep’s place in New Cross, a suburb 
of London. The match wasa slugging con- 
test from the start, and little science was 
displayed by either man. Smith rushed 
Pritchard around the ring in the opening 
round and soon floored him with a left- 
hander on the jaw. As soon as Pritchara 
arose he received another blow, this time it 
was a right-hander on the jaw, which sent 
him down again. Athird time he was floored 
when Smith planted his left on the middle- 
weight’s nose. 

It now seemed impossible for Smith to lose. 
His work inthe first round appeared to ex- 
haust him, however, and when Pritchard 
forced matters in the second round, Smith 
was unable to withstand the rushes and gave 
way, once falling from exhaustion. Time 
alone saved the heavyweight champion from 
being knocked out. 

Pritchard did allthe fighting in the third 
round and after the round had lasted a min- 
ute anda half, Smith was no longer in the 
fight. Pritchard drove his man around the 
ring, but his blows were not hard. Smith 
was exhausted, however, and when he re- 
ceiveda half arm jolt under the chin, he 
went down and ,was too weak to regain his 
feet in time to save himself from being 
counted out and Pritchard was awarded the 
fight. 

That Ted Pritchard is one of the best men 
Engiand has produced in years, there is not 
the slightest doubt. Hehas clearly demon- 
strated this in his previous battles, He has 
shown himself to bea hard batter and has 
won all his contests withease. Last night’s 
victory, however, adds very little to his 
laurels. For a middie-weight to whip a 
heavyweight of reputation is, of course, 
always an achievement of some consequence, 
but the accounts of last night’s battle give it 
avery strange hue. Only two and a half 
rounds were fought and Smith had the 
first round all his own way and did consider- 
able damage, but seems to have fought him- 
self out in that round, and it was exhaustion 
and not punishment that made himstop. If 
Smith was not drunk or drugged he was most 
clearly out of condition otherwise to become 
exhausted in two rounds and ahalf. In fact 
he was almost helpless after the first round, 
which he had all his own way. No man in con- 
dition could tire himself out in one round or 
in two rounds and a half either, and if Pritch- 
ard was not drunk, drugged or out of condi- 
tion otherwise then it was a clear case of 
‘*quit.’’ Hemay have quit through lack of 
pluck or he may have quit for a monetary 
consideration. Jem Smith is certainly the 
poorest excuse fora heavyweight champion 
England has ever Had, and it has been 
claimed that his defeats by Slavin and Jack- 
son have taken the heart completely out of 
him. From the accounts of the battle cabled 
over here, he received little punishment from 
Pritchard and simply whipped himself in two 
and a half rounds. 

THE LAW AND ORDER LEAGUE. 

St. Pau, Minn., July 28.—The organization 
of the Law and Order League of St. Paul was 
confirmed by a largely attended mass meeset- 
ing lastnight. Judge J. H. McMillan is pres- 
ident and other leading citizens are promi- 
nent inthe league. It dates its birth July 22, 
1891, and fixes that date because of the popu- 
lar uprising which stopped the Fitzsimmons- 
Hall fight announced for then. Speeches 
were made last night by leading clergymen 
in both Catholic and Protestant churches, 
and a manifesto read reviewing the work 
already done, and suggesting what remained 
to be done to bring about a more complete 
enforcement of existing laws. 

NOT KNOWN HERE. : 

Atelegram from Chicago states that Ed 
Gorman of Columbus, O., and Billy Hawkins 
of St. Louis, fought fifty-three rounds there 
ina private hall for $500 a side last night, 
Hawkins being finally knocked out. It is q)- 
leged that $20,000 changed hands in the con- 
test. Hawkins’ weight is given as 150 pounds 
and Gorman’sas 136. Immediately after the 
fight Gorman and his trainer, P. J. Gahgan, 
took the train for St. Louis, so the telegram 
states. Itajsoasserts that Trainer Gahgan 
thinks Gorman can whip any man inthe 
world in his class. 

Hawkins isnot Known in this city, but is 
supposed to be an old-time fighter who has 
lived in pretty nearly every section of the 
country, and a year or twoago was at St. 
Joseph, Mo. He has never lived here, how- 
ever. Gorman is said to be the fighter who 
was in that ‘‘fake’’ fight at Buffalo, in which 
a young man with ambition to be a sport was 
buncoed out of a few thousand dollars by 
backing the man it was fixed should lose. 
Elton Chamberlain, the base ball pitcher, 
formerly of the St. Louts clab, Was arrested 
in connection with the affair at the time, but 
honorable discharged,
